THE OPENING OF THE LEGISLA- 
TURE 

The two Homes ol legislature were for- 
mr.Uy opened yesterday by His Hxocllency 
Governor Kennedy. Tho speech was short, 
but sufficiently long to shun- that His Kxcol- 
lenoy did not call the IIoubo logelhur litis 
time for a speciality, but to porform the ordi- 
nary business of a session. The subjects 
embraced wore union of the colonies, educa- 
tion of Ihe children ol the poorer dosses, llio 
relations between the while population and 
tho Indian tribes, the Incorporation ol tho 
oily, postal communication, and the esti- 
mates. There are other important topics, of 
course, besides those, which merit the atten- 
tion of tho Assembly, but a Governor's 
•peach is not supposed to deal with every 
question that requires Legislative aolion. It 
is suffioient tor us lo know that His Excel- 
lency is a man of progressive principles, and 
•willing to co-operate with the Assembly ''in 
all measures calculated to prom te llio pub- 
lic good, and tho prosperity of the peop e.' 

Now that the House has entered upon its 
regular session, we hope that uo time will be 
lost in carrying through some of tlia most 
urgent mea«urus. Those bills which have al 
ready had such ample discussion — at least 
in their general principles — such as the In- 
corporation bill, tho Education bill and the 
Barrister's bill, should be pushed I li rough the 
House with despatch. That Mr. DeCosmos 
baa taken up the Incorporation bill gimsjus 
sorao hope thai the measure will nol fail (ur 
lack of energy. We only hopo that it will 
show an avoidance ol the blunders of the 
past, and face legal scrutiuy with the calm 
eonsciousnesi of invulnerability. The old 
bill has been much too luxurious lor uttr 
population. We have had salaried olheers 
sufficient to transact the business of a town 
of fifty thousand inhabitants. Let the mem- 
ber! of Assembly keep economy in view, ami 
restrain the expenditure ol the public money . 
for il there is one thing more than another 
for which municipal bodies are famous it is 
extravagance in their number of paid officials. 
This bill should become law before the pres- 
ent month expires. It is urgent, rind nothing 
but downright laziness or interminable 
twaddle in Committee ol the Whole 
will oxtend its period of " incubation " 
beyond this specified lime. The Bame 
might be staled ol the Education question ; 
lor tho subject has been so thurutigh- 
ly| discussed inside the House and out ol 
it, that there is little more lu say. The pub- 
lic mind is all but unanimous lor establish- 
iDg non„8ectarian free schools, and all lhal is 
required is a little energy displayed by ihe 
originator of Ihe bill. The motion made by 
Mr. DeCosmos for the appointment of a bar- 
rister to assist the members in drawing 
up bills, is one winch we h ipe to lee 
adopted r>t once. It has been n want long 
fslt ; lor in a House of Assembly like ours il 
was not to,' be expected that Ihe members 
would, generally speaking, be lit to draw up 
measures in a strictly legal form, even il 
they had lime to devote to the task. The con- 
sequence is that few members attempt lo 
bring in a bill al all. 

The Small Debts Hill, which Mr. Henries 
has undertaken to introduce, will, wo hope, 
receive more serious attention than hitherto. 
There is net a person in business who does 
not see tho necessity of some change being 
made in tho present legal recourse 
to collect small debts. The length of time 
■which is now allowed to intervene before n 
creditor oaD obtain judgment is highly inju- 
rious lo general busiuess, and affords some- 
thing like a premium on dishonesty. The 
name evils were felt in even an intensified 
degree some time ago in one of the Austra- 
lian oolonies, anil the remedy, which proved 
an eflectual one, came in the economic shape 
of a small debts court held by the stipendiary 
magistrate once a week. Some such chaBge 
might be readily adopted here, without en- 
tailing a farthing's additional expense, and 
with the deairablo result of relieving Ihe 
court across James Bay of much ol its pres- 
ent pressure. 

Altogether wo think the House has com- 
menced well, and that His Excellency lias 
brought forward snbjocts which demand the 
serious attention of both branche; of ihe 
Legislature. There is one ilem in the (iov- 
ernor's speech which gives us grounds lo 
hope that the estimates will be dealt with 
more constitutionally than has been the cus- 
tom of the Government harelolore. We 
have often in Vancouver Island had tin- 
rather uninteresting task ol voting money 
after it had been spent by the Executive, 
Governor Kennedy wisely determines that the 
authority shnll be firHt granted by Ihe peo- 
ple. We are progressing evidently In a 
little timo we aincere'y believe that the Leg- 
islative Assembly will be in the lull enjoy- 
ment of all its monetary privileges, and tha 1 
tho most constitutional grumbler will feel that 
ho is merely fighting with the windmills.
